The Ciiurt of ap|>eala on Wtslne^ 
day week reyerjusi the judgment of 
Judge Caiitrili of the Franklin 
circuit court, which auatained (he 
deciainn of the atate content lioard 
in giving the office of attorney 
ignneral to Judge Roiiert J. Breck- 
, iuridge, and bolda that Judge (‘lif- 
ton J. Pratt, of Hopkins county, 
the uiiM-ated republican nominee, 
ia the legal official. 

The dwiaion of the court ia final 
and directs that Judge Breckin¬ 
ridge shall retire immfHliabdy from , 
office. 

Justice Gnffy delivered the opU i 
nioo of the court, and Judges Bur- 
nam, Durelle and O’Retr. repuldi. ■ 
cane, concur with Gnffy. Judges 
Hob«m, Paynter and White, dem¬ 
ocrats, dissent from the decision.

The Kentucky court of appeals 
laat week in the case of the com¬ 
monwealth VB. the L. and N. rail 
road company, from Garrard coun¬ 
ty, unanimously decided that Sec- 
tiona 213 to 217, inclusive, of the 
conatitutioo were self-operative ae 
to fines to be imponed on railroads 
for discriminating in rab-s.
